Comptroller Eckels says "the banks 


iave a plethora of money now, and are 


much worried to put it out as they 
ere last year at this time to keep it in 
ieir vaults,'1 and upon this fact he 
ases the conclusion that there will be a 
esumption of general trade as soon as 
ongress adjourns. This is the opinion 
t ono of our modern superficial states- 


men. It will be remembered that Presi-

Cleveland, Senator 
Voorhees, 


Comptroller Eckels and a very large 
.umber of that class of statesmen, told 
is a year ago that there would be a gen 
ral resumption of business as soon as 
he silver purchase act should be ro- 
)oaled. That act was repealed, but the 
rediction of these gentlemen was not 
ealized. The view taken at that time 
>y these same people was thnt all our 
roubles wore due to the silver purchase 
aw, and were not tho result of the 
urn of tho Democratic party to power 
with its throat to revolutionize the con- 
litions on which tho diversified business 
if the country was done.

gross was announced, it is an absurdity 
on its face.

A. MINKtt'S PLAIN TALK. 


His Views on the Question of La- 


bor and Effects of Strikes 


in General. 


A coal miner has given pointed ex- 


pression to his views on the labor ques- 
;ion and strikes in a Chicago paper. 
Thjs clipping is taken from his article: 


The very first thing we have to do is 


educate ourselves up to the point that 
the law of supply and demand will regu- 
late our actions. We have come to that 
point where we find oHrselves miserable 
by our own faults. We must throw 
aside the religious politics, nationalities, 
trades unions and assemblies, labor or- 
ganizations, boycotts and strikes and 
join each other in one grand army to 
work in the one channel that cannot 
help but better tho condition of every 
laborer. We must build up confidence 
between capital and labor by correcting 
our own faults. Our first mistake was 
to dcumn&jiine and ten hours' pay for 
eight hours' work after the capitalist 
had agreed to allow the eight-hour 
movement1 to go. into effect that our 
brothers out of employment might be 
hired with the vyages saved to the capi- 
talist by our losing two hours per day, 
thus saving us the expense of thoir keep- 
ing and giving them a show to earn their 
own living. 


The law of supply and demand always 


appeals to justice, so wo must ibe just 
und not demand for a mere apprentice 
or incompetent workman wages equal to 
those of a thoroughly skilled mechanic 
in any branch of trade. Let a man's 
workmanship and ability be recognized 
by the proper amount of wages. If he 
is worth $4 a day, all right, and if he is 
ublo to earn but 50 cents, let that be 
enough. We must not strike for the 
supposed injustice of a few short dimes 
in our pay in one branch of trudc aud 
causo loss of many dollars to employes 
of some ether branches, like tho coopers 
in the present stock-yards stnkp. where 
500 to 8Pd coopers may "close down" the 
larger packing houses and throw out of 
employment many thousands of butch 
PIS, etc. 


Again, we must govern our habits 


so us to improve those two extra hours, 
iistcad of dissipating so much 
as 


;p be unable to report for duty the full 
;ime of the eight that we demand 
so strongly nnd are unable to supply. 
Study over how much we have lost und 
low little we have gained by the. present 
mode of aggressiveness to right our 
wrongs in the last ten years, und you 
can easily see thut I am on the right 
track, aud if you will follow it up you 
will bo able to supply thut sort of labor 
thnt will demand u fair day's pay. Con- 
ftclence will then be icstorecl und capital 
will be used more freely in all branches 
of trade, nnd we will h'ud more whole- 
some food for our minds than the tirades 
of those who are only leeches on the 
1'ibor cause. Much more can be said on 
this subject touching on all clusses i.[ 
employment, whore reforms c;m be made 
thut would make all'who uro worthy 
happy, no matter what countiy we come 
from or what religion we believe iu, or 
what trade wo follow. 
But wo must 


work, not look for work and pray we will 
not h'nd it.

In Monday's issue mention was made 


of a shooting affray which occurred at 
Pierson, east of Decatur on the I., D. 
& W. road in Piutt county Sunday even- 
ing, June 17. 
Edward DeHart shot 


William Rigg* But it seems to have 
been a mistake. An account giving the 
details presents these facts: 


Riggs, DeHart and another young 


fellow wore playing cards Sunday night 
at a house in Pierson. 
There was an 


old grudge existing between DeHart and 
the third man and a good deal of quar- 
reling was indulged 
in during the 


game. The third man lived a mile and 
u half eouth of Atwood and when he 
started home he asked Riggs to go with 
him, as ho was afraid DoHnrt would be 
laying for him, 
On the road they 


thought they saw some one lying in 
the ditch by the roadside. 
They hal- 


lowed but got no answer. They started 
on and just then DoHart got up out of 
the ditch with a revolver in his hand. 
He fired at the third man but hit youri" 
Biggs. The wounded mun was carried 
to his homo in Atwood, and Dr. Will 
Barnos was called. Ho wont to Atwood, 
accompanied by Dr. Evofett J. Brown. 
These physicians wero assisted by Dr. 
Bowers of Ln Place and Dr. Bideout 
of Atwood. The bullet had entered the 
body two inches to the right and one 
inch below the navel, penetrating the 
bowels and lodging in the muscles of the 
Imclc. Tho physicians cut open the ab- 
domen and sewed up the perforations in 
the bowels. They made no effort to lincl 
tbo bullet. Tho young man's • chances 
for recovery are very slim. 
DeHart 


Kiivo himself up. Two revolvers were 
luuiid on him. It ia said the other two 
boys hud clubs in tlicir hands, and De- 
Hart claimed bo shot in soli defense. 


Tho attending physicians give it as 


their opinion that Riggs will recover. 
DeHart is in jail at Monticello.

Saturday and intended to remain there 
over Tuesday. He was accompanied 
by Gen. Borins, chief of "MS military 
household, most of his O'...vCr house- 
hold ofHduls, Premier Dupuy, M. Bor- 
deaux and other members of the cab- 
inet. He was received enthusiastically 
at the station by the mayor and the 
district officials, whf>, in twenty-seven 
landaus drawn by horses draped with 
the tri-colors, escorted him and his 
party to the hotel De Villc, about three 
kilometres distant. 


Cheering crowds filled tho streets 


and gave the president such a welcome 
us he had seldom received. There was 
a luncheon at the hotel and in the 
evening a dinner at the prefecture, 


l-'rom the balcony of thu prefecture 


the president reviewed a large torch- 
light procession, which was follows 
by fireworks and an illumination.

He was seized 
just as he. was about to jump from tho 
step, and had but linlf drawn thu dag- 
ger. 


The. demonstrative enthusiasm of tho 


crowd caused the confusion which gave 
Santo his opportunity, as he was able 
to push his way forward quite un- 
noticed until at the step of the carriage. 
As Santo sprang away from the car- 
riage step and tried to escape ho was 
sci/.od and surrounded. 
Hut for the 


prompt interference of the police he 
would have been torn anS trampled to 
death on the spot. As soon as the 
police extricated him from the hands 
of his cuptors they hurried him off to 
the station house. 


The president had repeated hemor- 


rhages after he was taken to the pre- 
fecture. He sank gradually, but stead- 
ily until 13:45 o'clock this morning 
when ho died. Atme.'Carnot nncl her 
two sons left Paris at 11:50 o'clock last 
evening by special train for Lyons. All 
the ministers who could not go to 
Lyons with the president were in 
counsel at the Elyscc at midnight.
